Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This 1-story, square, hip-roofed, 3 x 4-bay, center-entry house is 
representative of one type of modest dwelling erected to for increasing 
numbers of summer residents that first began to arrive in large numbers with 
completion of railroad in last quarter of the nineteenth century and increased 
with the growing popularity of the automobile in the twentieth-century. 
The main block has been expanded with a modern 1-story, gable-roofed, 
rectangular side ell to the south and a small, attached, shed-roofed shed to 
the north. Spare detailing is limited to end boards, boxed, plain cornice and 
narrow, plain frieze. Fenestration consists of 2/2, double-hung sash with 
plain trim. The central entry is comprised of a modern, 9-light cottage 
door with molded trim. It appears a formerly open, corner porch on the 
northeast end of the facade has been enclosed. A central chimney stands on 
the ridge line.

The current resident of this house believes it to be approximately 85 years 
old and it does not appear on the 1908 map of Eastham. No research, data or 
house file exists for this property at the Eastham Historical Society 
Archives. Since the only Directory for the Town of Eastham dates to 1901, 
no identification of the original or subsequent owners was possible using 
readily-available, local records. Deed research will be necessary to obtain 
more information on the property.
